First fall 
in prices 
for 14 
years

The Govemment’s inflation 
hopes reccived an unexpected 
pre-Budgcet boost yesterday 
Irom news that prices fell bv 0.1 
per cent last month. It was the 
first reduclion in 14 years 10 
rellect lower prices in the shops 
rather than a cut in the 
mortgage rale. The ycarly 
inflation rate dipped to 5.1 per 
cen from 5.3 per cent in 
December, 

The January fall in the retail 
price index 10 342.6 (January 
]¥74=1001. was due maini 10 
price reductions in lhe sales on 
clothes. footwear and household 
goods. While the impart of ihe 
sales will fade this month 
inflation prospects have becn 
helped by the latest petrol price 
war and by the strong poassi- 
hility of a cut in the mortgage 
rale inl the spNNg.

Off-course 
IRA rocket 
hits school

Twelve schoolboys escaped 
dearh yesterday when a3 Pro- 
visional IRA rockel missed its 
army target and smashed into 
their classroom. 

The boys. aged five. were 
with their teacher al Stl Aidan"s 
Roman Catholic Primary 
School in Whilerock, West 
Belfast. when \he Russian-made 
RPO7, rocket blasted through 
the blackboard and hit a wall. 

None of the terrified children 
was injured but they and their 
teacher. Miss Alacoque Logan, 
were treated for severe shock. 

Brother Paul Dunleavy, the 
headmaster, said: "lt is a 
miracle none of 1he children 
was hi1t. I am horrified that this 
has happened. It is a terrible 
thing when a school classroom 
wiıh children ıs hit like this.” 

Miss Logan said: “Staff are 
angry that theşe people çan 
have compiete disregard for 
children’s lives," 

The rocket had been fircd al 
an armourcd car ’alicr a gang 
had held a family hostage 
overnıghı in a house near by. 

Polilicians urged Mr Gerry 
Adams. Provisional Sinn Fein 
MP for Belfast West, to 
condemn ıhe action of his 
party's millary wing. Miss 
Mary MeMahon. a Workers 
Parly councillor, said: “These 
men are engaged in acts like his 
for political propaganda and il 
innocenl people get hurl they 
wrile them off as casualties of 
war.” 

The bungled attack is cenain 
to be privately criticized by 
feading members of Provisional 
Sinn Fein as it rîsked innocent 
lives in a strongly nalionalist 
area of Belfast.

It was not clear last night

Mr Chernenko is in relativley 
good health. The lost key party 
posts during the Andropov era 
but still retained his rank as the 
formal number 1wo in the 
Politburo, chairing mecetings int 
Mr Andropov's absence. Candi- 
dates for the post of General 
Secretary must normally be 
borh Politburo members and 
Central Committee secretaries.

Mr George Shaitz, 
the Secretary of State, said that 
no decision to attend would be 
takea until Washington had 
been notified of the funeral 
arrangements. 

Vice-President George Bush, 
who was due to leave on a 
three-natior tour of Europe 
yesterday, was ordered to 
remain in Washington because 
of President Reagan"s con= 
tinued absence in California, 
where he is on holiday on his 
ranch. It is likely that Vice- 
President Bush will represent 
the L'nited States at the funeral 
if Mr Reagan does not attend. 

In a formal reaction to the 
news of Mr Andropov's death, 
Nîr Şhıltz said that the US 
remained ready for "a construc«~ 
tive and realistic dialogue with 
the Soviet. Union. In this 
nuclear age the United States 
wîl] work to build a more stable 
and positive relationship.”

As the last of nearly 300 
British civilians in Beirut left 
for Cyprus last night, the 
Foreign Office emphasized that 
the signed commitment to pay 
£30 towards evacuation costs 
was a standard procedure, 

Two consulates were set up, 
one in West Beirut, and another 
at the port of Jounieh where the 
Cypriot ferry Sol Georghios 
docked yesterday to lake on 
board evacuees from East 
BeiruL. 

The charge was based on the 
commercial fare from Lebanon 
1o Cyprus. “No one is asked to 
come up with cash on the spot, 
and we are not aware of anyone 
refusing to sign the form on 
previous occasions", the 
Foreign Office said. 

The same fare was paid by 
the British who fed Beirut în 
1982; those leaving Tehran in 
1979 paid £68. The Govern- 
ment makes up the rest of the 
cost. :

We need urgently a decision from 
the Security Council to authorize 
such a peace-keeping initiative. The 
French have shown courage and 
tenacity over the last few months in 
the Lebanon. The experience of the 
French, British and Italian 
could be of tremendous value In 
providing the nuclevs for quickly 
installing a UN force. There would 
obviously need to be representation 
from nations like Romania, Yugos- 
lavia and the Scandinavian coun- 
tries to provide political balance. 
The United States, in the almost 
certain absence of any Soviet 
contribution, would have to with- 
draw its forces completely. Even 
Israél, which has always been the 
most pungent critic of UN peace 
keeping, ought now to see that its 
own interests are nat served by the 
present chaos.

Dulled by 1he drift of the 
Brezhnev years, Pravda readers took 
nate when told the 
Central Committee: “There are 
many tasks in our national economy 
which need prompt solutions".

stricken Andropov continued to 
wield power behind the scenes. 

His had always been a faceless 
leadership: no giant portraiis of 
Andropov went up on Moscow 
streets to replace those of the 
vainglorious Brezhnev, There are 
some large red posters by the 
roadside assuring Muscovites of 
Andropov’s devotion t0 raising 
living standards, but they are 
relaiively modest, and may now 
disappear. The Andropov family 
was not involved in the kind of 
high-level corruption which per- 
meated Brezhnev'’s relatives, and his 
son Igor was seen as a career 
diplomat rather than the recipient of 
undeserved paternal patronage. 

Nobody even knew (despite 
incessant inquiries by foreign 
journalists and diplomats) whether 
Mrs Andropov was still alive, or 
indeed if Andropov had married 
twice, as many believe. 

There were few jokes either — not 
only because it is foolhardy to joke 
about a man who headed the KGB 
for 15 years (and still held the files), 
but also because this austere, 
secretive politician inspired fear and 
respect rather than derision, affec- 
tionate or otherwise. Some jokes 
went the rounds: the study of Soviet 
man at Moscow University had 
been altered to “Andropology": a 
cheap vodka put on the market last 
year was dubbed “Andropovka”. 
That was all. 

Unless Andropov is now suc- 
ceeded by a leader fiercely loyal to 
his ideas and programme, the 
“Andropov era” may dwindle into 
little more than a transitional or 
caretaker period. When he moved 
into the party leadership with 9 
like precision in November 198 
Andropov rolled up his sleeves and 
announced a crash programme of 
efficiency and discipline. ٤ 


It began 15 months ago with & 
crackle of expectancy, with troops 
moving on lo the streets in an 
almost coup-like atmosphere, and 
ended yesterday in a welter of 
rumour, decepiuon and Byzantine 
intrigue. The Andropov era, for the 
average Russian, had by the end 
become symbolized by the nightly 
television news programme in which 
the leader appeared only as a two- 
dimensional portrait waved on the 
end of a stick at Supreme Soviet 
election meetings. 

“We need a strong and visible 
leader” one Muscovite said this 
week (not too loudly) as indications 
grew that Andropov might have 
died. “This is an embarrassment.” 
Since August last year, when 
Andropov last appeared in public, 
officials had kept up a barrage of 
disinformation (some of it absurd) 
designed to assure both foreigners 
and the man on the ا‎ et 
that Andropov was not dying but 
“temporarily indisposed"”. 

For some Russians the iactic 
worked. Russians are not used to 
questioning statements about 
Kremlin leaders, and the eery 
creation of an invisible Andropov 
persona through statements to 
Pravda and constant invocations of 
his name almost dignified the 
vacuum. This week, even after 
Marshal Ustinov, the Defence 
Minister, had mysteriously canceled 
a visit to India, there was a sense not 
so much of crisis as of uncanny 
calm. Russians had lived without a 
visible leader for six months: why 
not another six months? 

When I saw him at Kremlin 
meetings or on Red Square he 
always seemed a remole figure, 
faintly smiling, staring at the world 
through his spectacles as he walked, 
slowly and stooping, at the head of 
the Politburo. When be disappeared, 
his strangely sinister nce still 
scemed 10 hang over Moscow and 
dominated all conversation.

But if it is a play, 
how then does it contrive to be more 
dramatic, in both the theatrical and 
wider senses of the word, thar 
anything 1 have seen on any stage 
for many a scason? And if the 
amazing cast ~- it includes Albert 
Finney, Nigcl Davenport, John 
Standing, Michael Gough, Mark 
Dignam, Richard Johnson and 
Edward Hardwicke -— are not acting, 
what are they doing? 

Confusion now hath made his 
masicrpiece: and Î must be more 
confused than most, because one of 
the real people represented on the 
stage is a dearly beloved friend of 
mine, and although Finney, who 
plays him - speaks bis words - does 
not attempt 1o look like him, sound 
like him or walk like him, so 
hypnotic was the effect of what I was 
hearing 1hat 1 found rmmyself, 
teetering on 1he edge of schizo- 
phrenia, thiaking “Why is Sydney 
Kentridge disguised as Alber 
Finney?’ 

It would, of course. be possible to 
wrile a play based on the Biko case 
(indced, at least one novel has been 
written about it). The playwright, 
though, would feel the need to “open 
out” the story, so that the audience 
would see not only Biko's suffering, 
but his family background and 
poliical activities, together with a 
scene or {wo involving the Minister 
of Justice {he supervised the 
organization of the “cover-up™", and 
did so with such stupendous 
incompetence hat even Vorster was 
obliged 10 sack him). who said of 
Biko's death, to appreciaive laugh- 
ter from the National Pany Con- 
gress he was addressing, “It leaves 
me cold", At the end of such a play. 
provided the author was good at his 
trade, we would have a heightened 
understanding of thé evil that had 
been done. a greater awareness of 
the abominations of apartheid and — 
if the author was very good at his 
irade = an experience of the catharsis 
that comcs fromt true tragedy. and a 
feeling of identification wih the 
VICUM. 

Yet all this is obtained at 
Riverside with nothing but the bare

Sir, May I offer some comments Oi 
your latest leader on “Queen and 
Commonwealth" (February 6)? 


1. The Queen's position as Head of 
1he Commonwealth does not derive 
prircipally from. the United King- 
dom's Royal Titles Act but from the 
aggregate of such ascriptions by the 
many independent member nations 
of the Comînonwealth. 

2. So many other people regularly 
wear several differen hats simul- 
taneously and successfully, and of 
various sizes too, so why not the 
Queen? 

3. The all-up cost of royal tours is 
infinitely greater for host countries 
than for the United Kingdom. We 
British taxpayers gel remarkable 
value rom lhe Queen being Head of 
the Commonwealth. Our quite 
modest financial oullay provides no 
warrant for British minislers pro= 
ceeding 1o arrogate to themselves a 
special right to advise the Head of 
ıhe Commonwealth on her handling 
of the role. Thal really would cause 
an uproar. 

4. By all accounts the Queen knows 
very well that it is an inescapable 
fact that occasions can arise when 
her responsibilities as a consti- 
tutional monarch would put her 
quite “on her own with her private 
advisers”, In recen1 months that in 
public view has been the experience 
of the Governor of Queensland, the 
Yang di Pertuan Agong of Malaysia, 
and the Governor General of 
Grenada. It is why such positions 
are ultimately so onerous. But the 
Head of the Commonwealth is not 
as such a monarch, and has no like 
constitutional responsibilities, so the 
inherent problem is in this connec- 
tion in principle decidedly smaller.

Avoiding pitfalls 
in pregnancies -

Sir, A spate of reports has described 
the .birth of twins. triplets and 
quadruplets folowing fertilization ir 
vitro. Obviously. multi-pregnancies 
can be established without much 
difliculty by placing two or more 
embryos into a patienL. There must 
be social and medical reservations 
about the advisability of having too 
many babies at one lime.

Insecurity. in nations as in 
individuals, is more often-a state 
of mind than a state of affairs. 
Coping with it is therefore as 
much a question of psychology 
as of strategy. The general 
anxiely about the state of the 
world, and of the possibility of 
nuclear war, is not actually 
supported by hard evidence of 
any inclination by either the 
Soviet Union or the United 
States to become engaged in 
nuclear power-play. They both 
know better than thal. But the 
persistence with which Soviet 
spokesmen let East and West 
know that the long term purpose 
is the inalienable expansion of 
communism means that there 
can be no question. of a status 
quo between stable systems. A 
world in which one of the major 
powers is Sovietized is thus 
inherently unstable.

The idea that 
began with “Neddy” under Mr 
Macmillan achieved its cres- 
cendo and collapse with Mr 
George Brown’s National Plan. 

Yet though he pursued expan- 
sion too avidly. Mr Macmillan 
did, by the creation of prosperity 
for a very great number of 
people, create a new popular 
Conservatism which was among 
his greatest achievements. He 
reslored the Conservative Party 
after the demoralization of Suez; 
he preserved an independent 
nuclear deterrent for Britain 
while playing a major part in the 
‘Test Ban treaty; by his political 
attitudes and initiatives he did a 
great deal for social unity. 

Indeed, so successful was his 
popular Conservatism that he 
virtually drove the Labour Party 


into trying to shed its socialist. 


fundamentalism under Gaitskell 
and Wilson, and if the Conserva- 
tives had achieved one further 
term under Macmillan, they 
would have changed the terms of 
reference in British politics, 

In his day. Mr Macmillan

The Soviet President is dead. 
“The announcement of Mr 
Andropov’s death, after a long 
illness, has finally given public 
recognition io a fact thal has 
been evident 10 anybody con- 
cerned wilh 1he workings of the 
Soviet system: ils paralysis ot 
leadership. The effect of Mr 
Andropov’s illness had not yet 
been to reduce the Soviet Ùlnion 
to quite such a directionlcss stale 
at the top as one would find in a 
Irue autocracy. because 1he 
Soviet system is not like that. It 
is a self-perpetuating, secretive, 
and very practised paramilitary 
bureaucracy, rather than a per- 
sonal fiefdom. lt is less about 
men dihan about measures 
measures of control, measures of 
survival, military measures. But 
for all that even as ruthless a 
bureaucracy as the Soviel system 
necds some ultimate lcadership 
10 prevent it falling cventually 
inlo an inertia where time- 
serving and faclionalism gradu- 
ally destroy its momentum and 
sense of direction. 


„, Soviet diplomacy, particularly 
in the arms negotiations, has 
shown some of those symptoms, 
and a lack of that quality of 
imagination which would have 
enabled it to adjust to the failure 
of its efforts 10 prevent the 
deployment of Western missiles 
in Europe. Had Mr Andropov 
been able to give some personal 
guidance at the top we would 
perhaps have sensed some con- 
tinuing flexibility in Soviet 
diplomacy, rather than the 
mediocrity and immobilism 
which actually transpired at 
Geneva. The walk-out in the 
arms negoüations was as clear a 
demonstration as was needed 
that Soviet diplomats had no 
Instructions and could not there- 
fore continue to negotiate. The 
reason they had no instructions 
is now clear, it was pretty clear 
then, in spite of the continuing 
attempts by Soviet authorities tO 
delude others about the real 
situation in their country, in the 
hope that they might succeed in 
deluding many of their com- 
patriots as well.

In accordance with logic, 
Lord Wilson of Rievaulx, as he 
now is, was only offered (and 
presumably would only have 
accepted) a life peerage instead 
of the earldom customarily 
bestowed on former Prime 
Ministers. Now his old adver- 
sary, Mr Harold Macmillan, the 
begetter of both the life peerage 
system and the right to disclaim 
hereditary peerages, bas cel- 
ebrated his 90th birthday by 
accepting the earldom he had 
resisted for 21 years. He has, 
after all, decided to give future 
generations the chance tO recall 
his own distinction and achieve- 
ments in tbe title of his descend- 
ants.

Fleeting glimpses of 
wine-dark waters 
and exotic coasts 


There may be a few Joshua 
Slocumıs who disapprove of 
flotilla sailing. Wandering in 
convoy across the wine-dark 
waters of the Acgean Sea with a 
fleet of die-stamped plastic 
hoats might raise a few purist 
eyebrows, but ihe system is 
immensely practical 

Judging by the number of 
comparies now offering flotilla 
packages and 1he growth of the 
larger operators. wholesale ex- 
ploration of remote and exotic 
coastlines is increasingly ap- 
pealing. The growth reflects the 
rising numbers interested in 
activity holidays and rehyctance 
10 spend two weeks merely 
anchored to a beach. 

Jane Hannah, of the Yacht 
Cruising Association, which 
claims to be the leading flotilla 
operator in Europe, counted the 
advantages.

Learning how to manage money 


Colfe's School in Blackhcath, south 
London. teaches a economics 
course 1o the 14 to 16-year-old age 
range with an examination at the end 
of 1he two-year course. Mr Vivian 
Anthony. head of Colfe’s, explains 
that this courşe is Jess theoretical than 
4A level and more concerned with 
currenl issues such as inflalion, 
unemployment, the banking system, 
the balance of payments and the: 
problerns of British industry. 

Only 20 out of ãbou1ı 100 boys at 14 
opt for it and there is a pass rate of 76 
per cent at Û level. The high-fliers are 
not allowed to choose iL Like Mr 
Hurl. Mr Anthony said the important 
question 1o ask was what people had 
to givc up in order 10 study 
economics. 

There had been the same problem 
with computer studies. Classics and 
history were being crowded out with 
the advent of computers and econ- 
omics in schools. 4 level economics 
has in fact becomc a popular subject. 
ranking about îfth. At Charterhouse 
it is even more popular than that with 

130 studying it in the sixth form. 


Tobet ram: head of the‏ ا 
cconormrtcs and politis deparlment at‏ 
Charterhouse. said he was all in‏ 
favour of Sir Keith's idea for‏ 
zconomics for all in schools. What he‏ 
would like is a broad O level in the‏ 
social sciences 10 give children the‏ 
tools they would need later as citizens‏ 
to make decisions about their lives.‏ 


He said he was not in favour - and 
did not believe any self-respecting 
teacher was in favour - of converting 
children to any particular political 
party. “I am in favour of an analysis 
of how our system of government 
works, what the parties stand for with 
no altempt 10 make out that any 
party’s point of vicw is any better 
than any other." 


Sir Kcith has also said he would 
like to sce the teaching of economic 
lıteracy-Hnked 1o political understand- 
ing. But he gocs further and spells out 
the values which he thinks should be 
taughL. 

Opening thc new Economic  Re- 
scarrch and Curriculum Unit at 
London University last month Sir 
Keith sai: “! hope the unit will bear 
in mind 1he uıima1le simplicities, that 
there is a link between decentralized 
ownership and decentralized decision- 
making which is, after all, what we 
mean by free enterprise and capital 
ism and we call freedon”. 

Not everyone would agree with 
1ha For help with economics 
teaching 1eachers would do a lot 
worse than siudy the materials 
produced under the auspices of the 
Economics Association by Man- 
chesler University called Undersrand- 
ing Economics. U focuses on econ- 
omic concepts and issues related lo 
the role of the young person as a 
consumer, producer and cCilizen, 
Pupils are encouraged 10 reveal and 
clarify 1hcir own personal values in 
the course in order to develop a 
clearer undcrsilanding of the distinc- 
.tion. between facls and values in 
economic issues.

agreed on that. “You bave 10 think 


before you spend", piped up one boy. 
“You have got 10 think whether 
something. fS worth buying", said 
another.

One girl gave up her secretarial job

and sell the prints. pots and jewelry 
she made. This had cost ber £1,000 
but eamed her £I,.6Z25 in three 
months. ا‎ 

One boy, an athlete, kept bis money 
under his bed for 1he day when he 
would buy an air farc lo New York to 
run in the Big Apple marathon. A 
second boy invested his sum in & 
building socieliy and made £50 in 
three. months. The fourth — a girl 
bought an antique vase for £375 on an 
informed hunch that it was wonh 
more than thal, It waş. She sod itl at 
Sotheby's for £700, 

The class agrced that the athlete 
had made a thoroughly bad decision. 
Asked to choose who made the best 
economic decision, a few votled for 
the small-time entrepreneur with her 
open-air stall and the rest plumped 
equally for lhe safe bet in the building 
sacieıy and the enterprising gil with 
an eye for a vase. 

From the personal and every day 
Jcflreys moved 10 macro-level econ- 
omics. An article reproduced from 
The Economis! about the vanishing 
rain forests of Brazil was used to 
illustrale the opportunity cost of 
jungle exploitation. The boys pored 
over an impossible-looking graph. Bul 
they seemd 10 have kept up and to 
have found the lesson interesting, 
taking part in lively discussion. 

1 pointed out one boy in the front 
row afierwards who had struck me as 
bcing parvticulaly quick and percep- 
tive. “Oh, yes, that’s Tiny Rowiands's 
son.” came lhe reply. 

Another independent school teach- 
ing economics as a non-examination 
subject is Harrow where Sir Kcith 
Joseph was educated. lt runs a course 
called “Facts of ecomonic life" for 
sixth formers. Mr Brian Hurl. an 
economics teacher at the school 
explained its value. “We are turnin: 
the sıuden1s into inltelligenî anı 
informed readers of The Times”, he 
said. “Instead of dodging articles by 
Frances Wiliams. the economics 
ponder: they will actually read 

er." 

But Mr Hurl sounded a nole of 
cauiion about the difficulty of filing 
economics for alf into the curriculum. 
Something had to be forfeited for it. 
he said. 


Economics should be taught it 
schools, . according t0 Sir Keith 
Joseph, the Secretary of State for 
Education. It should be taught 10 


everyone, not as a subject in ils own 


right but across the curriculum so that 


«children have some idea of what the 


minister likes 1o call “the economic 
facts of ife™_ 

Many would share Sir Keith's wish 
though perhaps not tbe politicaf gloss 
which be puts’ op the teaching of 
economics. There are Signs Of a

Last autumn a new head of 

economics was ‘appointed, Daniel 
Jeffereys, aged 28, who was given the 
enviable task of restarlng the 
economics department in the way he 
wanted. He had a new courşe İn 
political economy for 14 and 15-year- 
olds which carries no examination but 
attempts to teach young high-fliers 
how to think like economists. 
Mr Jeffreys says that understanding 
economics is basically abouı under- 
slanding four key concepts: ralion- 
ality, opportunity cost. marginality 
and efficiency. This thinking lies 
behind both his teaching of the 14 and 
15-year-olds and those in the sixth 
form. The Jaiter have a choice of two 
A levels: economic theory and applied 
economics or economic theory and 
cconomic history. 

“One? studenis within the the 
department have a basic understanding 
of these key concepts their work is 
based on developing the depth of 
1hcir understanding through problem 
solving" says Mr Jeffreys. “This 
emphasis upon problem solving 
means that static descriptive work is 
rare.

Refore Mr Justice Woolf 

Pudgmen1 delivered February 7] 

In determining whether ar 
applicant for a heavy goods vehicle 
(hev) driver's liceice suffered from 
a discasc or disability “likely to 
cause the driving by him of a heavy 
goods vehicle to be a source of 
dınger to the public” So as to 
disqualify him from holding a 
hcence within rule 4 of the Heavy 
ıGoods Vehicle {Drivers’ Licences) 
' Regulations (SI 1977 No 1309), the 
ward “likely” should be irıterpreted 
„as meanıng something more than a 
hart possibility bul less than 
probable, 

By virtue of seclion 118(4) of lhe 
Road Trafic Act 1972, an hav 
driver's licence which would 
atherwıse have expired. remained in 
force pending 1he disposal by 
juslices of an appeal from a 
licensing authority's refusal 1o 
sencw the cence. Section 118(4} 
did not provide for continuation of 
the licence pending the disposal of 
an appeal by case siated by the High 
Cour. Nor did section [18() 
cmpower lhe juslices lO make an 
order having that cffecL 

Mr Justice Woolf, sitting in the 
Qucen’s Benth Division, sa held, 
allowing Mr Malcolm Hugh Ben- 
ninglon’s appcal by casc slated 
against 1he decision of the SwatTham 
Justices on August 22, 1983, who 
dismissed his appeal from Mr 
Kenneth Peter. 1he Hicensing 
authority for the Eastern Traffic 
Area on Ocloker 28. 1982. who 
relused to renew Mir Benniagton’s 
cence. : 

Hıs Lordship further granled an 
application for judicial review by 
the licensing authority against the 
yustices’ order thal Mr Bennington’s 
licence should continue in force 
unul the disposal! of his appeal by 
case slated. 

Mr Benninglon"s applicauon for 
amendment of the case slated was 
nut pursued, 

Mfr Gareth Williams, QC and Mr 
Timothy Dunton for Mr Benning 
ton. Mr Simon D. Brown for the 
heeasing authority. 


AIR 3USTICE WOOLF said that 
Mr Bennınglon had held an hgv 
driver's ficence fir 18 years. Such a 
lıcence had 10 be renewed every 
three years. For the last 16 years he 
had been an insulin-dependent 
dıabruc. 

The Iicensing authority and the 
justices on appeal took the view that 
Mr Bennington should not be 
granted a further licence on health 
grounds. Hearing that he intended 
î0 appeal against their decision, the 
jusuıces ordercd that his previous 
liente. which would otherwise have 
expired, should continue in force 
pending Ihe outcome of his appeal 
hb, case stated. 

1n so ordering. the justices must 
hare been acting under seciion 
118131 of the Road Traffic Act 1972. 
Bur that subsection, despite ils wide 
vording clearly did not cmpower 
justices lo make such an order: see 
R 1 fpıwnich Justices Ex parte 
Ri hon {[1971] 2 QB 340). 

x» mare dıfficult question was 
whvther the justices needed to make 
an atûer. 

Section 118(4) of the 1973 AC 
provided trhar where the holder of a 
current licence applied for bul was 
retused 2a further licence and 
appealed to justices against the 
refusal. the existing licence con- 
tinued in ferce “until the appeal has 
been disposed of ...". 

Counsel for Mr Berrington 
submitted ıhat thai meant umtil the 
matter had been finally disposed Of. 
for example by way of an appeal by 
case slated. But. in his Lordship's 
judgment. 1f Parliament had 
intended the subsection to have that 
eflteL, il would have used very ciear 
language 10 do so: compare secton 
S33) of the Town and Country 
Planning Acı 1971 and secıion 64 of 
the Landlord and Tenant Ac1 1954. 

*Dısposed of" in section 118(4) 
meant disposed of by the justices. 

The reason for ihc justices” 
dismissa] of Mr Benninglon s appeal 
was 1o be found in paragraph 3 of 
ıhe case stated. namely, “HA could 
nol be said that he would not suffer 
irom a hypoglycaemia autack whilst 
driving a heavy goods vehicle in 
future™. But that did not correculy 
reflect ihe requirements of rule 4 of 
ue 1977? Regulations. which 
provided 1hat an applicant for & 
heence should not suffer from a 
dıscase or a 1 
cause his driving 10o be a source of 
danger to the public. 

“Likels™ in that conlex1 meanl 
something more than a 
pessibrlils hut less than probable. 

In the circumslances the Justices 
had erred in law by applying the 
«rong test and the malter would be 
remuıled to then1. The appeal before 
the justices which had been 
dısposed of would therefore be 
rexııved and ıhe appiicant's ficerıce 
sould accordipgly continue in force 
bs viriue of section 118(4),

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Computer age 
gives Johanna 

hope for future

than an educational tool." 

The screen shows Johanna 
her name writ large, A touch- 
sensitive keyboard contains the 
same letters. If she could reach 
oat and touch, the letters would 
appear below her name. In the 
wrong order, they are dac- 
companied by a cross. If 
correct, they win a congratula- 
tory tick. 

Iu the meantime, just recag- 
nisîng that it is her name is a 
minor triunph. Despite ber 
handicaps, Johanna is of at 
least normal intelligence. She 
is bright, mischievious, and 
most of all aware; and that will 
hart. 

Mîr Justice Jones said: “Her 
intelligence such that she 
will be aware of her disabilities 
and contrast her position with 
other, norma! people." 

Johanna has used the system 
of Bliss Symbolics, invented by 
the Austrian Charles Bliss and 
întroduced in Britain in 1976, 
to learn the meaning of 39 
symbols on a chart. She can 
point to the sign for munınty, or 
daddy, or school. 

Mrs Judy Chisholm, com- 
munication therapist at White 
Lodge, said: “We are trying to 
offer children like Johannna 
some means of making sense of 
the world they live in, The 
compzter may help, but no-one 
shoud mistake it for a 
miracle.” 

The principal, NIrs Carol 
Myer, said: “Nobody yet knows 
Johanna’s potential. Onur task 
and our target is to help her 
reach towards it." 
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A kiss for her mother 
corımunicates Johanna Mit. 
chell's thoughts and feelings 
more meaningfully than words 
could perhaps ever express. 
Johanna, aged four, will never 
be able to say “I love you”, 
Talking, like walking, was 
permanently denied before she 
#as born. 

But to live în the world that 
awaits her, Johanna, who 
suffered “catastrophic” brain 
damage in hospital because of 

. oxygen shortage while in the 
womb, must learn to communi 
cate. 8 

She cannot speak and has 
little control of her arms and 
legs, but in awarding her 
£220,760 damages for negli- 
gence last Wednesday, Mr 
Justice Kenneth Jones said in 
the High Court that the 
computer might help that vital 
communication. 

It will although progress 
mill be agonisingly slow. For a 
child who may never be able to 
grasp a pencil, understanding 
even the basic layout of a 
simplified computer keyboard 
is a huge challenge to herself, 
parents and teachers. 

But Johanna has begun. 
Every day she is taken across 
the Surrey countryside from 
ker home in Leatherhead to the 
White Lodge Centre at Cher 
tsey, 4 charity-funded specialist 
school, staffed by a wide range 
of therapists. 

They, witb the help at home 
of her mother, Mrs Joyce 
Mritchell, aged 27, have taught 
her that to clap her hands 
means “please” aud that two 
taps on her chest with her fist 
means "sorry". The computer 
might, one day, teach ber to 
spell her name.
